Shuler Avas ordered off the air on 


Nov. 13, 1931. when the' commission 
denied the application ol Station 
KGEF of Los Angeles, for renewal 
of license. 


The commission ruled the station 


"has been used to attack a religious 
organization and members thereof, 
thus serving to promote religious 
strife and' antagonism." 


The station was licensed to the 


Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. 


The court of appeals today said 


that some, of the things which the 
radio commission considered in de- 
nying renewal'"of the license of the 
outspoken minister were that' his 
station had been used to attack the 
Roman Catholic church 
and that 


the broadcasts were -"sensational 
rather than instructive." 


It said that "in two instances 


Shuler had been convicted of at- 
tempting in his radio talks to ob- 
struct the orderly administration of 
public justice." 


The court said: 
"If ii be considered that one in 


possession of a permit to broadcast 
in interstate commerce may, with- 
out let or hindrance from 
any 


source, use these facilities, reaching 
out, as they do, from-one corner of 
the country to the other to obstruct 
the administration of justice, offend 
the religious susceptibility of thou- 
sands, inspire 'political distrust and 
civic discord, or offend youth and 
innocence by the free use of words

reasons why Great Britain believes 
the mid-December payment of §95,- 
550,000 should be passed. 


The political writers today said

plan. It has taken the

from the equalization fee proposal, 
long supported by the farm bureau, 
and the

May, Peggy Joyce, divorce court widow 
of five millionaire husbands, came trip- 
ping lightly down the gang plank of a 
line at New York to superintend the usual 
customs examination of. her baggage, a 
Pekingese under one arm and her weath- 
er eye out for another millionaire.

When the customs officers finished 


their work on this particular blithe May 
day of 1922 they levied an additional duty 
of $6,200.00 and, as customary, retained 
the property, consisting of gowns, per- 
fumes and jewelry, conservatively ap- 
praised at $15,000, asjsecurity. Miss Joyce 
turned the matter over to her attorney 
and the legal war was «n. 


Now comes the surprise. At the end 


of ten years and three 'months the federal 
courts had finished with,the matter and 
upheld the government. How the thing 
was wound up in so short a period of time 
may always remain an enigma, but per- 
haps should be -ascribed to the customs 
officers' slogan, "No dust accumulates un- 
der our feet." This ten" year period was 


- helpful in getting a good price for the~- 


goods, particularly the gowns, that is 
what the moths had left of them. The 
property was sold at auction the other 
day and brought about 10 per cent of its 
appraised value, and nowhere near the 
duty. 


It will be seen that had the federal of- 


ficials and the courts not been real peppy 
and on their toes the matter might have 
been delayed another 10 or 20 years, mak- 
ing necessary the -payment of storage 
charges instead of getting anything out of 
the goods for the government. 


Of course all these officials realize 


that "delay is the thief of time" and they 
spurn it. They know that procrastination 
"drinks up the essence of every great and 
noble action"* and so they bend their ef- 
forts and toil and moil and sweat and 
strain to meet a problem at the outset and 
hurriedly carry it along its devious course 
until it reaches the summit of appeal and 
all is over. 


Of course they do not want to hasten

the Bridge table that even the 
greatest expert finds impossible of 
solution in actual play, and difficult 
even at what is known as Double 
Dummy—that is, with all the cards 
exposed. 


A brilliant player, Mr. N. M. 


Nielsen of Oslo, Norway, recently 
sent me the hand below, which he 
played in an actual game, and found 
the method of making his Small 
Slam contract. The finer points of 
play displayed by Mr. Nielsen were 
the correct drawing of inferences as 
to West's holding from his bidding 
and play of the tricks up to number 
5, and the play of the Ace of 
trumps at Trick 2, in addition to the 
play of the diamond suit. The stu- 
dent will note that the play of the 
spade Queen at Trick 2~ instead of 
the Ace, would have resulted in de- 
feat rather than victory.

If he discarded a 
club, South's play was easy, as he 
would lead two rounds of clubs, 
ruff the third and establish the 
fourth for the Slam trick. If he dis- 
carded a heart, then one of Dum- 
my's hearts would be led, ruffed in 
the closed hand, and the success of 
the contract assured.

a school child's work. Study his latest report card. If there are signs that 
he is failing in a subject, if any of his marks are falling off this is the 
time to take up the matter, not at the end of the term. Talk first to the 
child and remember that your attitude on this is of first importance. 


If you take the tone that the child has neglected his work and dis- 


graced himself you won't get very far. Go about it gently. Ask him 
where he thinks the trouble is and when he says, "Aw, she never gives 
me a chance," don't fly up at him and end the conference in a tense sit- 
uation. Listen. Keep on listening. Let him say all he has to say in his 
own defense and question him further. By and by he will begin to dis- 
close something of his difficulty and that is what you need. 


After you have talked to the boy go to see the teacher. Once more you 


must go about you task tactfully and in the spirit of helpfulness. 
The 


teacher is your partner, your, working partner, and unless she is with 
you strongly you are not going to succeed. Tell the teacher you want 
to do all you can to keep the child progressing steadily and ask her 
what you can do. Then plan with her. Don't be satisfied until you can 
answer these questions. 


Why is the child falling behind? 


What must be done first to make up 
the failing? How much more work 
has he to cover before the term 
end? Can you see a way clear for 
him to accomplish it? 
Can you 


make a schedule of work that will 
enable the child to complete his 
work well within the time and al- 
low him some tune for review and 
reorganization? 


Ycu see you have not only to 


bring the child up to the standard 
just now. you have to plan to help 
him maintain that standard. You 
cannot do the work for him but you 
can so organize his work in coop- 
eration with the teacher that he can 
carry on for himself. All you can do 
once you have found the difficulty, 
strengthened it, laid out the term 
plan, is to stand on the sidelines 
and coach and cheer. He must do 
the rest. The child knows this and 
if you clear things up for him and 
give him a good start, he has re- 
newed confidence and goes to work 
in a better mood. Discouragement 
keeps a child from working. When 
iie has a poor mark and sees no 
•way of getting a better 
one his 


mind is weighted down with trou- 
ble and of course he makes no pro- 
gress. Show him the way out, make 
success possible and he will take 
heart and go forward. 


If sickness has kept a child from 


school and cost him his standing 
don't try to make it up at one bite. 
Talk things over with the teacher. 
Scale down the subject matter to 
he essentials. It is surprising how 
much easier this makes the child's 
work. 
Then divide 
the subject 


matter into easily worked 
units 


and the child will make up his lost 
ime. 


Sometimes a special program will 


enable a child to make up lessons. 
This can usually be obtained by 
asking for it at the school. Drill 
will not help clear up misunder- 
stood lessons. Get the facts right, 
he understanding clear before you 
begin the drill Drilling pure mem- 
ory work is rarely what is needed. 
In any case check up on the school 
work now so that there will be no 
sudden shock at term end. 


Winter is 
Hard on the

"Well, winter is here. Many wo- 


men don't need the cold, nippy 
weather and the biting winds to tell 
them that.

Often it is so sensitive 
that even the mildest soap cleans- 
ing seems to irritate it. 


Most women use soap at some 


time or other for facial cleansing. 
And soap is fine for the purpose, 
pCLTv4.cm.cx4riy ^^ Ctiirv-*-t^i *_xp^_iiiiicxit- 
ation has finally selected a soap to 
which the skin resoonds 
favor- 


ably. 


However, for the very sensitive 


type of skin that seems slightly ir- 
ritated after soap and water, it is 
best to change to cream for cleans- 
ing purposes. The liquefying type 
of cleansing cream is good and the 
the beauty mart also offers a heav- 
ier type of cream for cleansing the 
fragile type of skin. This is known 
as a special cleansing cream, or a 
cleansing-massage cream, though it 
is intended for cleansing more than 
for massage. 


Before Going Outdoors 


Now, a word to those women who 


feel they simply must wash face 
and neck with soap and water. A 
great many women say, "But I don't 
feel clean unless I wash with soap 
and water." Tne following cleansing 
method offers a satisfactory com- 
promise. First, 
cleanse face and 


neck with the cream. Remove with 
tissues. Go over the skin a second 
time with cream and this time al- 
low the cream to remain for several 
minutes, while you take your bath 
perhaps, or collect your clothes, 
etc. Then remove once more with 
tissues and follow with a soap and 
water cleansing The cream will 
have softened the skin and made 
it a little more receptive to the soap 
and water and irritation is less like- 
ly to follow. Should you wish to 
use the soap and water exclusively, 
the best time to do that is at night, 
before retiring. Then follow this 
ablution with a light film of nour- 
ishing cream and leave this on as 
long as possible, preferably over- 
night. 


Try to avoid using soap and wa- 


ter immediately before 
and im- 


mediately after going outdoors. 
Otherwise, exposure will only add 
to the skin's sensitiveness. If soap 
and water is preferred, plan an in- 
terval of an hour or two before and 
after outdoor exposure. 


For the highly sensitive, delicate 


skin, less water without and more 
•within is an excellent beauty max- 
im.
